WILMINGTON- Four children’s 
cancer cases in the area of 
Dunton Road and Nassau Avenue 
do not appear to share a common 
cause, according to the Board of 
Health at their meeting on 
Tuesday.

“But more and more commu- 
nities are growing to recognize 
the benefits of so-called ‘urban 
forests’ 

“Last year, 120 Massachusetts 
communities applied to the 
state’s cutely named ReLeaf 
Fund. More than half, including 
Reading, got the seed money 
they were looking for. And 
requests for yet more planting 
age are now being accept- 


“Reading, the list shows, 
spends $5.46 per capita for trees 
and qualifies for reimbursement 
under the plan. 

“The state agency has helped 
fund 12,000 tree plantings in 
Massachusetts since the early 
1990s. But for every one tree 
planted in the state, an estimat- 
ed four more die from old age, 
disease or urban sprawl. 

“The days of saying that this 
was just added fluff in towns or 
communities that we couldn’t 
pay for’ are over, said Chris 
Iannitelli, tree warden and 
forestry superintendent in West 
Bridgewater. 

“The town spends $143,000 a 
year on tree planting, mainte- 
nance and other related costs. 
That’s more than $21 per person 
for each of the 6,700 residents - 
one of the highest per capita 
tree-related budgets in the

Liam Neeson is good as Qui- 
Jon Quan, a Jedi Knight, while 
Ewan MacGregor isn’t allowed 
to shine as Obi-Wan Kenobi until 
the last half hour of the film.
